Done in the New Manner 



Looking back over Mr. Bertram F6r- 
tylh's career as a theatrical director tn 
Toronto, many persons will remomoer 
Ms production of “The Klyolg*’ in ths 
season of 1921-22 as one of the high 
spots* The conviction that ho has a 
s fecial Aulr for reproducing tlio things 
of the ljth Century vylU be strengthened 
by the presentation ol Goldsmith's 
“She Stoops to Conquer/’ which opened 
last night at the Sew Hall of the 
m Margaret Eaton School. It 1$ quite 
obvious that Mr. Forsyth does not b*- 
“ lleve In attempting to uo the plays of 
that century in a realistic manner. Ap- 
parently he feels that ns the comedies 
arc essentially artificial, more of their 
spirit can be conjured up by doing them 
tn ap artificial manner. The dcllght- 
.. ' £ul 'qualities of the offerlug sow on 

view ay© due to the amount of style 
that It possesses, and the dainty deli- 
t cate suggestion of the generation to 
which the play belongs.' 

, ’l he lith century fe« llng has not been 

secured by an attempt to reproduce the 
j-y> k wardnesscs o; the ISth century 
•»tuginng. Instead. Mr. Forsyth has 
utilized an cntltreiy modern theatrical 
idea. The j-latre for the play has been 
set with screens, done in neutral col- 
l ora. At the back, a fireplace, a por- 
| ^ trait on a panel or a few convcnUtonal 
| trecB suggest the location. Against 

|\ these simple backgrounds, the colors 

and the beauties of the coatumex^fare 
displayed to gre&t advantage. 'Many 
of the episodes are concluded with bits 
* eloquent pantomtmeT' done with 
plcpty of the grand manner, and Unj 
general result Is highly pictorial. in 
nothing more pleasing to the eye 
has been seen locally this season than 
>ome of the groupings an<J color Com- 
binations in “She Stoops to ConQQucr.’' 
- Though the Intrigues of the old 
, comedy seem so full of artifice to the 
modem play-goer, the characterisations 
call for good acting, and the cast at the 
New Theatre Is a strong one. The Ton y

Dunniuger at Princess ^ 

is a Master of Mystery 

It Is not difficult to believe In a world 
of magrlo after on* has paid a visit lo 
tho Princess Theatre and witnessed t!.e 
series of mystical performances which 
are being put on this week by Dun- 
nlnger, defthed jts tha. Master Mind of 
Modern Mystery. Those who have a 
fondness for tricks 'which deceive the 
eye and the 6raln will be highly pteased 
with the demonstrations of Mr. Dunnln- 
ger, particularly as he makes it plain 
(In words only) that there, is really 
nothing mysterious about It all, nnd 
that It Is perfectly simple, once you 
know how It Is done. But that Is tho 
point which keeps the minds of his au- 
diences on the narrow edge of uncer- 
tainty, for Mr. Dunnlnger, who is chalr- 
n*iuo of a scientific Investigation com- 
mittee In the United States, explains 
that whllo a largo portion of Ills per- 
formances are Riven over to staging so- 
called spirit phenomena bordering upon 
the seemingly ImpqsstbW they nr* not 
spiritual at alL Perhaps the most 
Pleasing feature of Mr. Dunnlnger's per- 
formance Is that he duplicates the mys- 
terious manifestations of spiritualism 
upon which th$ followers of that fault 
base their beliefs, and though ho per- 
forms them, h s he stats*, without the 
slightest aid of so-called sptrUHm, It 
Is not his Intention to ridicule the be- 
liefs of that doctrine. It Is, as h© says, 
"merely a a array of ^fleets prod iced In 
an. entertaining rjzanner to convince nil 
that the many things offered as evi- 
dence of spirit force are not accom- 
plished by means supernatural." 

There oro some of the mysteries which 
or.a fancies, from a comfortable Beat 
among the audience, that he. might be 
able to solve if he enjoyed a seat upon 
the stage, but since many of those same 
mysteries are carried out under the 
critical eyes of gentlemen chosen at 
random from the audience, perhaps one 
would do well to admit that there Is a 
super-brain back of it all. As an ex- 
ample of the brain magic, Mr. Dunnlnger 
stands on the stage and asks three 
persons In the audience to choose, 
mentally, three numbers of three digits 
each. Then he adds them, while tho 
numbers are known only to thoso vrho 
have chosen them mentally, and he 
putsAhe total on a slate in plain sight 
of the audler.ee. Then an attendant 
Collects til© three numbers as they are 
placed on slips of paper, and a fourth 
member of ' tho 'audience adds them. 
And, presto, tho total Is the sama as 
the total on Mr. Dynninger's slate. 
That ly one of the least Intricate of 
Mr. Dunnlnger's mental problems, 
which, he states frankly, represent mind 
reading: and when it comes to stage 
manifestations they are too Intricate to 
be described, but they are no less sur- 
prising. On the whole, the magician 
provide* a remarkably fine evening's 
entertainment, which Is well worth the 
attention of even the most skeptical 
or Che most discerning

“The Humble” in New York 

The silent departure of Bertram 
Forsyth from our mlftst has filled a 
great many of his admirers with 
regret. A»<a 4 matter of fact, he did 
not expect to go. Last year the 
name of Margaret, Baton School 
blamed forth on the ^trUstlo ekyllno 
as It has nover dono before ns a re- 
sult of the activities of New Thea- 
tre, and Mr. Forsyth's name, will al- 
ways be associated In tbe mcinoyjes 
of those who are Interested Irf the 
best things of the drama with that 
brief but thoroughly worjb-whlle <» n * 
terptise. ’It. was the intentlofHof 
Mr. Forsyth to carry oA local classes 
In acting, and to. avail himself of 
such opportunities for making noq- 
profeasional productions ae arc sure 
to arl!*9 in a community where the 
little theatre movement is os strong 
as In Toronto, but tats stepped lq 
and altered bis plans.

"The Humble” is 4 dramatisation 
that the Into /Aurenco Irving, the 
youhgejr son dr Sir . Henry Irving, 
made of - Dostoievsky's /joVol. 
"Crimes and Punishment.” There 
U a eceno In that novel which has 
always appealed to the imagination 
of emotional actors. It Is tho epis- 
ode whera tho wretched student. 
Rodion, la drawn back to tho scene 
of his crime, where he hacked the 
miserable old Gromoff to death, and 
Is there forced, by tho clever and 
suspicious magistrate, to go over the 
story ©f k the murder etep by step. 
By this means the cunning old Bfejrnk 
hopes to force a confession and 
clear up the mystery. Sometime In 
the 9 0’s Rlehftrd Mansfield played 
a version of the novel which was 
known as "Rodion, the Student,” 
but It was not»among hla successes. 
In 191 0 Laurence Irving wrote hla 
version of it. to which he gave the 
title “The Unwritten La w. v He ap- 
peared in it with success in the 
Garrick 



Bcmk attempts to force a confes- 
sion.

There Is a man named Will H. 
Hays' who has been given the task, 
at a perfectly enormpua salary; of 
keepfpg the American movies sweet 
r.nd pure, so that' they will pot soil 
the fragrant, unsophisticated; minds 
of us who are fdhs. I i have been 
wondering for some time now when 
he was going to begin, but I find that 
bis task consists of vetoing certain 
stories and ploys that producers 
might desire to plcturlxe. For ex- 
ample, In 1475, he put the ban' of 
his displeasure on thirteen drama* 
that had been presented on Broad- 
way during the season of 1924*26. 
The plays were "They Knew What 
They Wanted," which won the 
Pulltper Prlte that season. “Desire 
Under tho Elms,” "The Firebrand, 
"Tho Guardsman," "Rain,” "The 
Har4m," "Ladles of the Evening/ 
"White Carg»/ T "The Werewolf.* 
"Tho Shame Woman/' "Rust,” "Si 
roon Called Peter” and "Tho Good 
Bad Woman.” 

To my surprise I find that, accord- 
ing to Will H. Hays, the season of 
1926-26 In Ntw York was much less 
carnnl t much less calculated to de- 
file the movies than the preceding 
year. In 1926 Mr. Ifay* put the ban 
on only five plays,- ."Bride of- the 
Lamb," "Kongo," "The Green Hat" 
"Lulu Belle" and "The Shanghai 
Gesture," Which would seem to mean 
that Broadway was spelling more 
than twice as sweet, or perhaps less 
than half as hour.
